The one hundred and twenty-fourth 


anniversary of the battle of Lexington 
and Concord was celebrated'by the 
Utah Society ot the Sons ot the Ameri- 
can Revolution at the Knntsford hotel 
in Salt Lake City on the eveatng of 
the 10th Inst. Tbe festivities took the 
form ot a banquet, which was one of 
the very prettUtt affairs ot the kind 
ever given la Salt Lake. Judge C. 0. 
Goodwin of tbe Tribune axxmpled the 
post of honor at the right hand of 
the toastmaiter. Bis toast was "The 
Lexington Alarm," and he handled the 
enbject in masterly style. Judge 
Goodwin 
briefly 
and 
eloquently 


sketched the breaking oat of the war 
with Spain. He said that the blood 
that Inspired the yoaog men in their 
rush to the front cams to them from 
the heroes of '61 on both sides, and the 
heroism of the latter was Infused Into 
them by the men of tbe revolution. 


He Incidentally made a warm argu- 


ment in favor ot expansion, and said the 
danger of tbe country lay, not In the 
Philippines, but In New York and 
Philadelphia and Boston, tbe money 
centers. The speaker believed it would 
be better to have a thouaand Philip- 
pines than one New York City. 


By tbe by, Nevada Is among .the few 


States in the Union which has; no 
organization of the Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revelation. This should not be, 
for there Is plenty of material here to 
constitute one, and there'is no good 
reiisou why suoU a society should; not 
be formed. We believe that .the only 
qualifications for membership are, that 
the applicant shall be a man of good 
moral character and a lineal descend- 
ant, on either the paternal or maternal 
side, of a patriot participator In the. 
war .for American Independence. The 
writer personally knows ot at least n 
dozen persons here In Reno wtio are 
eligible, and probably there arc «lx or 
seven times that .number within the 
town, and hundreds within tbe State 
who wonld bo pleased' to attach them- 
selves to such an organization. The 
aoolety Is 
exclusively a patriotic 


one, entirely unpartlsan and is an Im- 
portant factor in keeping alive the in- 
herent spirit of patriotism In the 
American people.

The I'rUonn of Morocco Are Hotbed* 


of Deadly Dl»ea*e. , , 


The prison aystem and treatment of 


prisoners are worse in Morocco than in 
any other country in the world., 


Mbn are arrested—often merely to 


epite some one whom they have been so 
unfortunate as to offend; and who pos- 
sesses some power—and flnng into pris- 
on, where they would be left to starve did 
not their relatives or friends bring them 
food, for no arrangements whatever are 
made by the authorities for the feeding 
of prisoners. All that' is provided is a 
prison, generally crowded with _ prison- 
ers dying in the most loathsome and in* 
fectious diseases, dark and nnventilated, 
and custodians who are quite as brutal 
and savage as the prison system itself. 


Prisoners are cast into these hotbeds 


of disease, 'generally without the most 
farcical pretense of .-a trial, to die and 
rot if1 their crimes are Hght or their 
enemies impotent. Otherwise they are 
probably tortured in gome way or ,an- 
other. Starving merely iajoo good,for 
them in the opinion of the authorities. 


Not long ago a merchant who1 had 


dared to claim payment'for goods sup- 
plied to a friend of one of the court offi- 
cials was cast into prison without trial, 
and after suffering torments in the 
midst of a mass of diseased humanity 
for months was taken out, shoved1 into 
a barrel fitted with' long spikes and 
rolled down a high ste;ep hill. The bar- 
rel eventually plunged into the sea with 
its torn and mangled cargo. Imprison- 
ment, torture and death for, daring to 
present his hill I—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Naval lleroea In the Abbey. 


The weir known saying, "Westmin- 


ster abbey or glorious victory," attrib- 
uted to Neleon when he boarded the 
San Josef at the battle of Cape Vin- 
cent, seems to point to the hero's own 
wishes,as to an abbey grave. But for 
some unknown reason, when the end 
came at the famous battle at Trafalgar 
(1806), Nelson was buried at St. Paul's, 
and "the abbey authorities, finding 
crowds going there to gaze on his last 
resting place, had an effigy made of 
•him and set it up near Kempenfelt's 
monument, in order- to attract people 
back to Westminster, with the desired 
result.

. "The figure now stands in the Islip 
Chantry chapel with the other funeral 
effigies, and is>a very lifelike and good 
'representation of the great man. It is 
said to have been copied from a smaller 
figure for which Nelson sat, in all the 
clothes except the coat he actually'wore. 
Maclise, who borrowed the hat for" his 
picture of the "Death of Nelson!" found 
the marks of the eye patch on the inner 
lining and the stamp* of the period in 
•fee crown.*—Pall'Mall Magazine.
